.Never  Introduced 

When  asked  hy  a passiny  Grey- 
hound sliilT  menibei  to  tell  the 
truth  ami  nothiny  but  the  truth 
duriny  the  interview.  Mr.  Watts 
piotc-led  thnl  lie  und  the  truth  hud 
never  been  iiilruduced  and  were 
nut  on  speakiny  lerm.s.  However, 
after  fact  hail  been  sifted  from 
fancy,  the  followiny  rather  inter- 
esliiiy  details  of  Mr.  Watts’  life  re- 
sultefl. 

He  wus  born  m London.  Enylan'i 
{M-hii-li  he  described  as  the  "City  of 
the  Saints”),  ii  subject  of  the  Curd- 
innI-Areliliishnp  of  Weslniinister 
und  <'f  Queen  Vieloriii.  When  asked 
about  his  educntiuii.  ho  leplicd, 
■'.None  really;  1 yraduiilcd  from 
the  University  of  the  Gutter".  Lat- 
er, he  ndmitted  rather  casually  that 
lie  had  received  a Liberal  Arts  de- 
yree  from  Durhuin  University. 

In  Uil-I,  Mr.  Watts  liccaiiie  n 
■ncmlicr  of  the  eilitoriiil  stalT  of 
.fmcrifM,  the  Jesuit  weekly  publica- 
tion. Three  years  later,  he  went  to 
the  Timr\,  whore  he  worked  wiih 
Joyce  Kilnici,  the  famed  Catholic 
poet  (.Ml.  Watts  eiiiphusizcd  the 
preposition  "with”  as  opposed  to 
"for"!. 

Secret  Matters 

Duriny  the  early  post-World 
War  I years,  ho  was  in  the  Secret 
Service  of  the  British  Foreiyn  Of- 
fice. 

In  lliji),  ho  M-ns  sworn  in  (the 
joh  leriuired  an  oath  of  secrecy  in 
certain  inattei.s)  ns  Scrivnei-  to  the 
Sacred  Conyreyalion  of  Riles.  His 
duties  hero  cunsisted  in  llio  prep- 
araticn  of  cases  which  were  to  ap- 
pear bofoio  the  t'onyreyatioa.

He  returned  to  the  Unitcil  States 
in  1930,  hccaiue  u citizen  in  1940.

Mr.  Joseph  W Donohue  was 
guest  speaker  at  a recent  Manage- 
ment Club  meeting  held  in  the  Stu- 
dent Lounge.  He  is  district  sales 
manager  for  the  Sunbeam  Coi-p. 
His  topic  was  ^c/llag  L I Ciirccr. 

He  pointed  out  that  selling  is 
probably  the  most  satisfying  life 
for  an  independent  mun.  since  it 
affords  many  challenges  in  a world 
of  stereotyped  jobs.  The  tendency 
of  big  business  to  become  larger 
was  attributed  to  mass-media  ad- 
vertising. which  is  available  only 
to  the  larger  companies.

Football 

With  the  greater  part  of  the  intercollegiate  football  sea- 
son already  past  us,  it  seems  that  the  Midwest  is  again  the 
Inggest  producer  of  football  powers  in  the  nation.
